1.  Opening

4.  To  welcome  W  Bro  Matthew  D  Hampson,  PJGD,  Metropolitan  Grand  Inspector 

Escorted  by  W  Bro  Nicholas  Turner  MetGStdB,  W  Bro  Matthew  D  Hampson,  PJGD,  Metropolitan 
Grand  Inspector  was  welcomed  in  due  form.  Although  offered  the  gavel,  he  chose  to  return  it  to 
the  W.M.  and  the  meeting  proceeded.
